Washington, Aug. 9.—The secretary 
of the navy bes received letters vio­ 
lently attacking Admiral Sampson. He 
has given oat a copy of his reply to one 
of them, written Aug. 5, which he fur- 
nishes for publication, in which he said 
in part:

“hirst—Admiral Sampson was se­ 
lected for the command of the North 
Atlantic squadron because the depart­ 
ment, in the exercise of its best judg 
ment, with an eye single to the public 
interests, believed that he was especi 
ally fitted for the place. 
Admiral

become incapacitated for duty by rea 
son of sickness, was necessarily with 
drawn by order of the department and 
Sampson was next in command. 
“Second—The movement on Porto 
Rico was not a movement for its cap­ 
ture. The department, which has very 
rarely interfered with the movements 
of admirals commanding squadrons, 
did, however, make one express order, 
and that was that oar battleships should 
not be exposed to the risk of serious in­ 
jury from the fire of any fort.

How effectu 
ally, under this co-operation the result 
was accomplished, is now a matter of 
history. There are few more graphic 
scenes than n^ist have been presented 
at 4 o’clock on the afternoon of July 14, 
when Shafter, with his troops ready to 
assault Santiago, awaited the reply of 
the Spanish commander to the demand 
for surrender. 
Sampson’s fleet was at 
the mouth of the harbor, drawn up in 
lme and ready to bombard, as it had 
been for days previous, and the signal 
officer stood on the heights ready to 
wig wag the sigual for firing. Happily, 
instead of this signal, came the good 
word that the Spanish had surrendered 
to this combined readiness for attack. 
“Fourth—Please bear in mind the 
variety aud the weight of the responsi­ 
bilities, which were upon Admiral 
Sampson for the month prior to the 
groat battle which destroyed Cervera’s 
tfoot. He was commanding officer of 
the whole squadron; charged with the 
blockade of the wnole Cuban coast;

correspondence with the department 
and other officers, and especially charged 
with preventing the escape of Cervera.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. 9.—The reply of 
the Spanish government to th* peace 
conditions laid down by the United 
States was received by the French am­ 
bassador, M. Gambon, shortly before 
3 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

This caused considerable apprehension 
in official circles here, for while it was 
felt last week that Spain would sorely 
yield in every particular it began to be 
felt that possibly there might be an 
other period of discussion, and possibly 
an indirect attempt to open up a diplo­ 
matic exchange on the nature of the 
terms. The prevailing view, however, 
was that the reply was on its face an 
acceptance, although not such a one as 
precluded all possibility of further dis­ 
cussion. 
All vital points were be­ 
lieved to be conceded—the abandon­ 
ment of Cuba or Porto Rico and the 
Ladrones and the establishment of a 
commission to pass upon questions re­ 
lating to the Philippines. 
In the carrying out of this program 
it was believed tnat Spain would seek 
to secure an understanding on many 
incidental points involved, some of 
them of considerable importance. For 
instance, some doubt was raised as to 
whetner Spain’s acceptance would be 
operative until referred to and ratified 
by the Spanish oortes, and it was un­ 
derstood tnat the reply might call at­ 
tention to this condition. The same 
condition, it was pointed out, exists as 
to the United States, for a peace treaty 
requires the ratification of the senate 
to become operative. In case Spain’s 
answer discussed these incidental points 
there promised to be wide latitude for 
controversy aud delay unless the presi­ 
dent and cabinet declined to enter the 
field of discussion. 
I*ate yesterday afternoon the presi­ 
dent received an indirect intimation 
that the Spauisn reply had come to the 
French embassy. A cabinet officer who 
was with him at this time said on 
leaving: 
“The information that has come from 
Madrid about the action of the Spanish 
cabinet indicates the Spanish have ac­ 
cepted our terms in a general way, but 
leaves several questions open that we 
did not include in the terms submitted.

A M edical Officer Gives T hat and O ther 
R easons F or N eglect o f th e 
W ounded In Caba. 


W a s h in g to n , Aug. 9.—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sternberg has received a report 
concerning the conditions exiling at 
Santiago, medical supplies, ira^n;.pota­ 
tion and other features connected with 
the expedition to Santiago andor Gen­ 
eral Shafter. 
It is sent by Edward 
Munson, captain and assistant surgeon, 
U. S. A., is dated Tampa Heights, Fla., 
July 29, 1898, and says in part: 
“Drugs, medicines, dressings, instru­ 
ments, hospital tentage and supplies 
were loaded on the transports at Tampa 
in quantities sufficient to meet the 
needs of the Santiago expedition.’’ 
On reaching Caba, he says, some of 
the hospital vessels were partially un­ 
loaded and then ordered oat to sea, to 
make room for other vessels, one ves­ 
sel staying, he was informed, about a 
week. 
During this time the fight at 
Guasima occurred. The commanding j 
general was appealed to for a launch 
and pack train, but the exigency of the 
occasion did not apparently appeal to 
him and for two days the medical de­ 
partment was unable to get transporta­ 
tion of any kind to the ohter ships or to 
the shore, although there were a large 
number of launches and boats em­ 
ployed on various other duties. On the 
third day, by order of the adjutant 
general, one rowboat was turned oyer 
to the medical department for the pur­ 
poses above named, and at the same 
tune an order was issued for land trans­ 
portation to carry medical supplies to 
the trout “not to exceed one six-mule 
team."

COLON PROBABLE LOST. 


B ism a r c k, N. D., Aug. 9.—STire de­ 
stroyed the best portion of the lity of 
Bismarck last evening, licking up hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
property. The flames originated in the 
agent's office of the Northern Pacific 
depot. Almost before they were discov­ 
ered the entire building and the im­ 
mense warehouse of the company were 
in flames. Oils and powder contributed 
fuel and before the flames could be 
checked they had spread to the block of 
brick buildings across the alley, destroy­ 
ing The Tribune office, Hare’s hard­ 
ware 
store 
and 
au entire row of 
buildings. 
The flames then leaped the street to 
the magnificent First National bank 
building, which melted away in a few 
minutes. The Central block followed 
and the flames spread to the postoffice, 
sweeping over the entire block and car­ 
rying down tile postoffice, Merchants' 
bauk biook, Griffin’s block and all the 
intermediate frame and brick struc­ 
tures. 
The Are then spread across and 
devoured kupitz’ shoe store and the 
greater part of the block. 
The flames 
also spread north into a residence 
block and completely destroyed it. Fire­ 
men were powerless to check the in­ 
roads of the fire, which spread to scores 
of buildings, licking them up as so muoh 
waste paper. The origin of the fire is 
unknown, as no one was in the freight 
office when it started. 
It was impossi­ 
ble to estimate the loss last night. 
Every drug store in the city wa# 
burned and all tho groceroies bat two 
or three; also two newspaper offices and 
the great balk of the business portion 
of the city, with several blocks of resi­ 
dences.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 9.—Surgeon G en­ 
eral Sternberg has received a report 
concerning the conditions existing at 
Santiago, medical supplies, Lrapiiiporta- 
tion and other features connected w ith 
the expedition to Santiago under G en­ 
eral Shafter. 
It is sent by Edw ard 
M anson, captain and assistant surgeon, 
U. S. A., is dated Tam pa Heights, Fla., 
July 29, 1898, and says in part: 
“ Drugs, medicines, dressings, instru­ 
ments, hospital tentage and supplies 
were loaded ou the transports at Tam pa 
in quantities sufficient to meet the 
needs of the Santiago expedition.” 
On reaching Cuba, he says, some of 
the hospital vessels were partially un ­ 
loaded and then ordered o at to sea, to 
make room for other vessels, one ves­ 
sel staying, he was informed, abont a 
week. 
D uring this tim e the fight at 
Gnasima occurred. 
The comm anding 
general was appealed to for a launch 
and pack train, but the exigency of the 
occasion did uot apparently appeal to 
him aud for two clays the medical de­ 
partm ent was unable to get transporta­ 
tion of any kind to the ohter ships or to 
the shore, although there were a large 
num ber of 
launches and boats em ­ 
ployed on various other duties. 
On the 
third clay, by order of the ad ju tan t 
general, one rowboat was turned over 
to the medical departm ent for the pur­ 
poses above named, and at the same 
tim e an order was issued for land trans­ 
portation to carry medical supplies to 
the front “ not to exceed one six-mule 
team .” 
He further said: 
“ On getting into 
this boat w ith supplies from the head­ 
quarter’s transport fl. was directed by 
sundry staff officers' to take them on 
various errands. 
On my refusal to 
recognize their authority the comm and­ 
ing general, who had appeared ou the 
scene personally revoked the previous 
order, aud directed, after the lauding of 
the supplies already in the boat, th a t it 
should return without delay. 
Present­ 
ing the order for land transportation to 
the quarterm aster on shore I was in ­ 
formed th at only pack mules had as yet 
been lauded; that neither wagon nor 
harness had been brought ashore, and. 
finally, th at the road was impassable 
for w agons.” 
He details further lack of transporta­ 
tion facilities, partial landings of sup­ 
plies aud taking of wounded on board 
transports. 
Munson left July IO. 
He 
further said: 
“ I feel justified rn say­ 
ing th at at the tim e of my departure 
large quantities of medical supplies u r­ 
gently needed on shore still rem ained 
on transports, a num ber of which were 
under orders to return to the U nited 
States.” 
Munson says some of the crews al­ 
most m utinied in their refusal to obey 
the medical officers, as did the captain 
of the Seneca. 
He complained of the reluctance of 
the Red Cross society, after offering its 
services, to subordinate itself to the 
medical departm ent of the arm y.

The letter jokingly re­ 
ferred to an occasion when Bismarck, 
then a young lieutenant, saved Ferdi­ 
nand's life. Then it spoke of August’s 
first wife whom Bismarck admired as a 
"good and beautiful girl.” There were 
kind words, too, for "Lieber Hilder- 
band’s” second wife, and then a guess 
on the writer's part that August's son 
was a real, good Yankee. The Hilder- 
brands were natives of Pomerania. Fer­ 
dinand was eight years older than Bis­ 
marck and they were boys together. ” 
After Bismarck'8 college days, and 
his trip to France and England, the 
love of a soldier’s life induced him 
again to take np the profession of arms. 
He became a lieutenant of lancers in 
the landwehr, and selected Ferdinand 
Hilderbrand as his attendant. There 
were military maneuvers near Leppahan 
and Bismarck was there with his com­ 
mand. After the exercises one day the 
lancers were ordered to take their tired 
and heated horses and those of the offi­ 
cers into the river. A torrent was rag­ 
ing at the time and some of the soldiers 
hesitated, among them Ferdinand, who, 
mounted on his own horse, was leading 
that of his lieutenant. 
"Go ahead, Ferdinand,” said Bis­ 
marck. " I will be watching yon, and I 
will come if I am needed. ” 
Ferdinand, with confidence in his 
master, rode into the water. He was 
caught in the rush of waters and hurled 
from his horse. He sank once, twice 
and a third time. Bismarck was stand­ 
ing on a bridge, accoutered in his full 
uniform, cavalry boots, spurs and all. 
He tore off his coat as he ran toward 
the spot where his servant had disap­ 
peared and plunged boldly in. He soon 
came up, dragging the unconscious form 
of Ferdinand Hilderbrand. With brave 
and powerful strokes he swam to the 
shore, and after great difficulty resusci­ 
tated the man. It was for this service 
that Bismarck earned his first decora­ 
tion—the one of which he was always 
proudest—the medal presented by the 
Prussian Humane society for saving hu­ 
man life. Throughout his life he wore 
that medal, ignoring the insignia of 
honor which nations and monarchs felt 
honored in having him acoept. 
After that experience Bismarck en­ 
tered upon the management of his es­ 
tates in Pomerania, and that of Schoen- 
hausen, on the Elbe, and Ferdinand 
Hilderbrand went with him as attend­ 
ant and manager. 
Within three years 
Ferdinand was married and gave up the 
service, and in 1842 Bismarck selected 
Angust Hilderbrand to fill the place. 
August was the master of stock, but 
when Bismarck was sent to Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, and later to Russia, An­ 
gust accompanied him as companion 
and attendant. 
" I was more like a member of the 
family than a servant, ” said Angust. 
"I lived with him all the time and 
traveled with him. He was not mar­ 
ried, and I saw him much. He was the 
finest, kindest of men. When I was 
first with him, he was learning the 
law, bot he would not keep still for his 
boss or the men he was with. He was 
thin like a fence post, fond of riding 
and shooting and all sport out in the air 
and in the country. He had so much 
fun in him. Of course I loved him be­ 
cause he saved my brother’s life, but I 
must have loved him anyhow. ” 
Philip Ender, who for 27 years has 
kept a hotel in Chicago, is a brother-in- 
law of Hilderbrand. He, too, though 
much younger, well remembers Bis­ 
marck. " I used to visit in Frankfort, 
and I went to Bismarck’s house to see 
Hilderbrand. Bismarck petted me, ask­ 
ing all about myself and family. I was 
then 15 years old. He asked me: 
" ‘Can you shoot?’ ‘Yes,’ I told him, 
and then he took me to the fine shoot­ 
ing gallery he had in his house. He 
loaded a gun, and taking aim struck 
the target in the center. He loaded the 
gun again and gave it to ma I fired, 
but I missed the target entirely. Bis­ 
marck fired again and again, striking 
the bullseye, but on my many trials I 
missed the target every tima Bismarck 
roared with laughter. 
You could hear 
him all over the house. Of course I felt 
ashamed, as I had felt rather proud of 
my marksmanship. I spoke to Hilder­ 
brand, and he said: ‘Never mind, Phil. 
When Bismarck loads the gun for yon, 
he forgets to put in the bullet He 
jokes with yon. ’

bert’s little wagon—like the baby bug­ 
gies here—there were always candies 
and fruits. 
When Bismarck was out 
with Herbert, we couldn’t*do much, 
but when any qne else was with him 
we used to trade a poor apple or some­ 
thing of that sort for all of Herbert’s 
sweets, and we did it whether or not 
Herbert liked it. As children we all 
loved Bismarck, and he was always 
kind to the boys of the town. ”—Chica­ 
go Tribune.

I think it 
comes as a special gift to some people. 
We got our line of trenches, and while 
going for another the dagoes retreated 
to the top of the hill. The boys went 
ap that hill like a gale, and I want to 
say right here that if any one tries to 
tell yon that the Spaniards can’t shoot 
toll them for me they just want to 
come down here and see whether they 
can or not. I held my hat up above the 
trench, and when I say I am not wear­ 
ing the same one today you can guess 
the reason. 
A great many of the boys 
tried the same thing, putting their hats 
on their bayonets and running them up 
above the trench. 
The only trouble

The Comfort end final fitfulness of Woven 
Straw Sandals. 
“ I may seem to be quarreling with 
my bread and butter,” said an up town 
chiropodist to one of his best customers 
the other day, ‘‘but in my humble and 
somewhat professional opinion, the most 
sensible of all men in the matter of foot­ 
wear is the Chinaman. 
Did you ever 
notice bis feet? I don’t believe there is 
snch a thing as a corn or a bunion in 
all China. 
Chiropodists would starve 
to death there so far as the requirements 
of the masculine foot are concerned. 
Whatever the deformities inflicted on 
the feet of women in China may be, the 
men certainly enjoy sound and comfort­ 
able understandings. 
Look at the Chi­ 
nese laundrymen here in Washington. 
They stand at their work 18 hours a 
day. No class of workingmen I know of 
spend so many hours on their feet as 
they do. 
Yet they never break down 
there, and, physically, they are a won­ 
derfully healthy race. 
‘‘Simple living and freedom from the 
nervous pursuits of our civilization may 
have something to do with it, but I at- I 
tribute their exemption from foot weak­ 
ness and disease to the kind of house j 
shoe so universally worn by them. I j 
have a pair that I have worn for several \ 
years, and I wouldn’t wear anything | 
else for genuine indoor comfort. They 
are woven of straw and seaweed aud 
soled with horse hide. There is a thick 
sole of straw above the leather, and 
through this the air can circulate free­ 
ly, keeping the muscles of the under- j 
part of the foot always cool. The laun­ 
drymen, you notice, are usually bare­ 
foot, which is an added advantage in 
the matter of healthfulness. There is j 
about as little material in the uppers as | 
is consistent with the idea of a shoe, 
and this is just enough to keep the 
thing on the foot. This upper, too, is 
woven loosely of seaweed, so that the air 
can have access to the foot. Nowhere 
does this shoe pinch or in the least de­ 
gree press the foot. 
“ These are the indoor shoes of the 
Chinaman. On the street here in the 
United States nowadays he wears very 
commonly the leather shoes or boots of 
American manufacture. That is one of 
the ways in which he is becoming 
Americanized. But the outdoor cloth 
shoe of China is a great deal worn also. 
That, like the indoor shoe, is very thick 
and soft in the sole, and the foot is 
never pinched or strained by it. The 
healthiest footgear ever known proba­ 
bly was the sandal of the Greeks. It J 
had no upper, and, as you will see in ; 
statuary, the feet of men and women 1 
were ideally perfect. AU-the sandal af- ; 
forded was a protection from the ground. 
‘To him who wears sandals, ’ say the I 
Arabs, ‘it is as if the world were shod 
with leather.’ The Chinaman seems to 
follow oat this motto, and hts shoes are j 
nearly soles and nothing more. But the 
great secret of the excellence of his in­ 
door shoe is the half inch straw sole.” 
—Washington Star.

Straw Sandal*. 
“ I may seem to be quarreling w ith 
my bread and b u tter,” said an up town 
chiropodist to one of his best customers 
the other day, “ but in my humble and 
somewhat professional opinion, the most 
sensible of ail men in the m atter of foot­ 
wear is the Chinaman. 
Did you ever 
notice his feet? I don’t believe there is 
such a thing as a corn or a bunion in 
all China. 
Chiropodists would starve 
to death there so far as the requirem ents 
of the m asculine foot are concerned. 
W hatever the deform ities inflicted on 
the feet of women in China may be, the 
men certainly enjoy sound and comfort­ 
able understandings. 
Look at the C hi­ 
nese laundrym en here in Washington. 
They stand at their work 18 hours a 
day. No class of workingmen I know of 
spend so m any hours on their feet as 
they do. 
Yet they never break down 
there, and, physically, they are a won­ 
derfully healthy race. 
“ Simple living and freedom from the 
neYvou8 pursuits of our civilization may 
have something to do w ith it, but I a t­ 
tribute their exemption from foot weak­ 
ness and disease to the kind of house 
shoe so universally worn by them. 
I 
have a pair th at I have worn for several 
years, and I w ouldn’t wear anything 
else for genuine indoor comfort. 
They 
are woven of straw and seaweed aud 
soled w ith horse hide. There is a thick 
sole of straw above the leather, and 
through this the air can circulate free­ 
ly, keeping the muscles of the under­ 
part of the foot alw ays cool. The laun­ 
drymen, you notice, are usually bare­ 
foot, which is an added advantage in 
the m atter of healthfulness. 
There is 
about as little m aterial in the uppers as 
is consistent w ith the idea of a shoe, 
and this is just enough to keep the 
thing on the foot. 
This upper, too, is 
woven loosely of seaweed, so that the air 
can have access to the foot. 
Nowhere 
does this shoe pinch or in the least de­ 
gree press the foot. 
‘These are the indoor shoes of the 
Chinaman. 
On the street here in the 
United States nowadays he wears very 
commonly the leather shoes or boots of 
American m anufacture. 
That is one of 
the ways in which he is becoming 
Americanized. 
B ut the outdoor cloth 
shoe of China is a great deal worn also. 
That, like the indoor shoe, is very thick 
and soft in the sole, and the foot is 
never pinched or strained by it. 
Tile 
healthiest footgear ever known proba­ 
bly was the sandal of the Greeks. 
It 
had no upper, and, as you w ill see in 
statuary, the feet of men and women 
were ideally perfect. A ll4he sandal af­ 
forded was a protection from the ground. 
‘To him who wears sandals, ’ say the 
Arabs, ‘it is as if the world were shod 
w ith leather. ’ The Chinaman seems to 
follow out this motto, and hts shoes are 
nearly soles and nothing more. But the 
great secret of the excellence of his in­ 
door shoe is the half inch straw sole.”

Letter* From New York to Far. 
•w ay Destinations. 
A letter sent from New York to Bang. 
kok, Siam, travels overland to San 
Francisco and thence by water, reach­ 
ing its destination in about 43 days, 
having been carried nearly 13.00C miles. 
A letter mailed here for Adelaide, Aus­ 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
travels 12,845 miles and is delivered 
usually within 35 days. New York mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, traveling 11,120 miles in 29 
days, while mail sent from this city to 
Cape Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two days’ less time. 
Mail communication between New 
York and Hongkong ordinarily con­ 
sumes one month of time. 
The letters 
go by way of San Francisco and cover 
10,500 miles of distance. To reach Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let­ 
ter w ill travel 12,265 miles in about 32 
days, and to reach Sydney a letter will 
travel 11,570 miles in 31 days. The 
mail route from New York to Yoko­ 
hama, via San Francisco, is 7,848 miles 
long, and about 22 days are consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a letter travels 6,645 miles in 13 
days. 
Leaving New York on steamer days, 
mail matter is scheduled to reach Rome 
in about ten days, Madrid in ten days, 
London and Liverpool in eight days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, S t Petersburg 
in l l days, Vienna in nine days, Paris 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days and 
Athens and Alexandria in 14 days. 
Communication with South American 
ports is much slower. 
It takes 24 days 
for a letter to go from New York to Rio 
Janeiro, which is only about 50 miles 
farther from this city than is Alexan 
dria. 
Mail matter going from New 
York to Buenos Ayres, which is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 29 or 30 days. 
—New York Times. 


VEGETABLE GEMS. 


Bam boo O pals and Cocoanut P earls Found 
In th e P hilippines, T hough R arely. 
Among other queer things found in 
the Philippines are vegetable gems. 
There are not many of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty normally. 
One 
might cut open a jungle of the giant 
grass and find unaltered hollowness. 
But once in a million times or more ac 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem a gem. Nature has molded into a 
lump a little of the flinty materia 
which makes the outer stem so hard. 
The nodule usually presents the appear­ 
ance of an opal, and several specimens 
are in the museums which reproduce 
the characteristic lines of that gem. 
These nodules are known as tabaceer. 
It is interesting to note that the first 
chemical and mineralogical examina 
tion of them was made by the James 
Smithson whose munificence establish­ 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 
In the condition in which the fruit is 
known in the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its only 
content 
The really ripe nut, however, 
is filled with a white spongy mass, rich 
in the finest oil which the nut produces. 
This sponge is exposed to the hot sun 
for two or three days in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. 
The 
last of the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands. 
Very rarely this careful handling has 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
Eight or ten of these cocoanut 
pearls, all discovered in the Philip­ 
pines, are treasured in European muse 
urns. They range from the size of a pin­ 
head to that of a very small pea.—New 
York Sun. 


T he E nglish P ing. 
England’s national flag has been 
called “ a triplet of crosses, ” for it is 
composed of the cross of S t George, the 
cross of St. Andrew and the cross of 
S t Patrick. 
Thus: The flag of “ S t 
George for merrie England, ” a red cross 
on a white ground, the red lines drawn 
straight from top to bottom and from 
side to side; the flag of S t Andrew for 
Scotland, a white cross on a blue 
ground; the flag of S t Patrick for Ire­ 
land, a red cross on a white ground, the 
narrow red lines drawn from corner to 
corner. 
By placing the cross of St 
George on that of S t Andrew we have 
“the Jack,” as ordered in 1606 by 
James I, whose signature was always 
“Jacques;” hence the expression, “ the 
Jack. ” 
By laying the cross of S t Pat­ 
rick over that of S t Andrew and then 
placing that of St. George over both, 
we have “ the union jack,” as borne 
since the union with Ireland in 1800.— 
Boston Transcript.

Pernicious M alarial F ever Far M ore Dan- 


Serous Than Y ellow F ever—Look Out 
For Fever In Lowlands N ear H an ilc 
Sprew a Dangerous M alady. 


The Medical News recently published 
two articles relating to diseases in the 
tropics, to which the soldiers of our 
armies in Cuba and the Philippines an 
subject. 
One of the articles, w hich 
was written by Dr. J. Edward Stubbert. 
is entitled “ The Pernicious Malarial 
Fever of the Tropics.” The other arti­ 
cle, which is entitled “ A Few Things 
to Look Out For In Manila, ” is from 
the pen of Joseph Earle Stevens, author 
of a recent work on the Philippines. 
Dr. Stubbert in the coarse of his arti­ 
cle says: 
“ Far more dangerous to the patient 
than yellow fever is pernicious malarial 
fever, especially in the form known as 
malarial hematuria. 
This undoubtedly 
is the disease known as the * blank wa­ 
ter fever’ in Africa, and a careful peru­ 
sal of its history will, I believe, show 
that the administration of quinine, con­ 
trary to the report of Koch on his re­ 
cent trip to Africa, has nothing to do 
with its production. 
Those familiar 
with malarial hematuria in our southern 
states and Central America know that 
generally the hematuria antedates ad­ 
ministration of the drug and disappears 
when the patient is thoroughly cincho­ 
nized. If the milder forms of remittent 
fever are early recognized and promptly 
treated, the pernicious forms will not 
be encountered, for it seldom develops 
as a primary form. 
There is always a 
history recurring, and generally neglect­ 
ed malarial attacks, and seldom does it 
develop in a new arrival in the tropics. 
“ The statement that ‘malaria, even 
untreated, in any single attack is a self 
limited disease, and successive attacks 
are milder and mildei, ” unfortunately 
will not prove true in the West Indies 
On the contrary, immigrants from north­ 
ern climes, if properly treated during 
their first, second and third attacks of 
malarial fever, show greater resisting 
powers during the second and seldom 
have more than the three attacks. 
If 
neglected, each successive illness be­ 
comes more severe, and finally they de­ 
velop the dreaded pernicious type. Per­ 
nicious malaria occurs only in those per­ 
sons who have been a long time sub­ 
jected to slow malarial infection with­ 
out the proper administration of qui­ 
nine. So closely does the appearance of 
the patient resemble that of one with 
yellow fever that superficial observers 
have named the disease 'highland yel­ 
low fever.'” 
Mr. Stevens, in his warning against 
undesirable things that are to be found 
in the Philippines, says : 
“ Look out for fever in the lowlands 
surrounding the capital, and, as far as 
is possible, do not sleep within six or 
eight feet of the ground,” for fevers, 
both malarial and typhoid, are at home 
all the year round in the Philippines 
as well as in other tropical countries, 
and though the yellow variety is not 
known yet the others are insidious 
enough to bother the strongest. The na­ 
tives in order to divorce the floors of 
their houses from the ground generally 
build these structures on posts, leaving 
a free space of some two yards between 
the earth and the thresholds of their 
front doors, and a commanding officer 
should think twioe before quartering 
his men in tents pitched on the low­ 
lands of Manila or Cavite. 
After all, 
the Nipa hut, with its roof of thatch, 
its frame of bamboo and its floor of 
slats, is the most rational form of domi­ 
cile for the Philippines, and temporary 
barracks for our troops, built up in the 
fashion of native dwellings, would in 
any portion of the islands be better than 
tents pitched on the ground. 
'Colds and dysentery, like fever, are 
common troubles, and it indeed seems 
curious that the former should be sc 
popular in a hot climata 
But such is 
the case, and the grip appears to have 
reached Manila as well as more access­ 
ible corners of the world. It is a great 
mistake to sleep in silk pyjamas in the 
tropics, and new arrivals seem to suffer 
from colds, more often caught by ex­ 
posure during the cool hours of the 
night than at any other tuna 
Flannel 
sleeping suits are far more sensible than 
silk or cotton ones and are especially 
to be recommended, since they absorb 
the moisture which invariably exudes 
from the pores of the skin on a warm 
night and thus protect one from catch­ 
ing cold while he is asleep. 
Flannel 
cholera belts are also excellent and pro 
tect the bowels from drafts of air that 
often strike home daring the dampness 
of the night or the cold hours before 
sunrise. 
“ Sprew, that peculiar tropical disease 
which seems to attack the lining of one’s 
interior and to render it so sensitive 
that food cannot be retained by one suf­ 
fering from the malady, is not uncom­ 
mon in Manila, and is apt to attack 
certain foreigners whose stomachs are 
peculiarly sdlceptible to change of fare, 
and let him who finds he has sprue get 
out of the country just as quick as he 
can, for nothing but a change of climate 
will effect a cure, and if the trouble is 
not attended to at the outset the victim 
will frequently get so weak that he will 
be unable to get away at all Some may 
have sprew, leave the islands for Japan 
or the Pacific coast and recover from it

aw ay DeM inat ion*. 
A letter sent from New York to Bang. 
kok, Siam, travels overland to San 
Francisco and thence by water, reach­ 
ing its destination in about 43 days, 
having been carried nearly 13,000 miles. 
A letter mailed here for "Adelaide, Aus­ 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
travels 12,845 miles and is delivered 
usually within 35 days. New York mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, traveling 11,120 miles in 20 
days, while mail sent from this city to 
Cape Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two days’ less time. 
Mail communication between New 
York and 
Hongkong ordinarily con­ 
sumes one month of time. 
The letters 
go by way of San Francisco and cover 
10,500 miles of distance. To reach Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let­ 
ter w ill travel 12,205 miles in about 32 
days, aud to reach Sydney a letter w ill 
travel 11,570 miles in 81 days. 
The 
mail route from New York to Yoko­ 
hama, via San Francisco, is 7,848 miles 
long, and about 22 days are consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu frow this 
city a letter travels 5,645 miles in 13 
days. 
Leaving New York on steamer days, 
mail matter is scheduled to reach Rome 
in about ten days, Madrid in ten days, 
London and Liverpool in eight days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, S t Petersburg 
in l l days, Vienna in nine days, Paris 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days anc 
Athens and Alexandria in 14 days. 
Communication with South American 
ports is much slower. 
It takes 24 days 
for a letter to go from New York to Rio 
Janeiro, which is only about 50 miles 
farther from this city than is Alexan 
dria. 
Mail matter going from New 
York to Bnenos Ayres, which is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 29 or SO days.

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Bamboo Opals and Cocoanut Pearls Found 
In the Philippines, Though Rarely. 
Among other queer things found in 
the Philippines are vegetable gems. 
There are not many of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty normally. 
One 
might cut open a jungle of the giant 
grass and find unaltered hollowness. 
But once in a million times or more ac­ 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem a gem. 
Nature has molded into a 
lump a little of the flinty material 
which makes the outer stem so hard. 
The nodule usually presents the appear­ 
ance of an opal, and several specimens 
are in the museums which reproduce 
the characteristic lines of that gem. 
These nodules are known as tabaceer. 
It is interesting to note that the first 
chemical and mineralogical examina­ 
tion of them was made by the James 
Smithson whose munificence establish 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 
In the condition in which the fruit is 
known in the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its only 
content 
The really ripe nut, however, 
is filled with a white spongy mass, rich 
in the finest oil which the nut produces. 
This sponge is exposed to the hot sun 
for two or three days in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. 
The 
last of the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands. 
Very rarely this careful handling has 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
Eight or ten of these cocoanut 
pearls, all discovered in the Philip­ 
pines, are treasured in European muse­ 
ums. They range from the size of a pin­ 
head to that of a very small pea.—New 
York Sun. ________________ 


The English Flag. 
England’s national 
flag has been 
called “ a triplet of crosses,” for it is 
composed of the cross of S t George, the 
cross of St. Andrew and the cross of 
S t Patrick. 
Thus: The flag of ‘‘S t 
George for merrie England, ” a red cross 
on a white ground, the red lines drawn 
straight from top to bottom and from 
side to side; the flag of S t Andrew for 
Scotland, a white cross on a blue 
ground; the flag of S t Patrick for Ire­ 
land, a red cross on a white ground, the 
narrow red lines drawn from corner to 
corner. 
By placing the cross of S t 
George on that of S t Andrew we have 
“ the Jack,” as ordered in 
1606 by 
James I, whose signature was always 
“ Jacques;” hence the expression, “ the 
Jack.” 
By laying the cross of St. Pat­ 
rick over that of S t Andrew and then 
placing that of St. George over both, 
we have “ the nnion jack,” as borne 
since the union with Ireland in 1800.— 
Boston Transcript.

The Medical News recently published 
two articles relating to diseases in the 
tropics, to which the soldiers of our 
armies in Cuba aud the Philippines art 
subject. 
One of the articles, which 
was written by Dr. J. Edward Stubbert. 
is entitled “ The Pernicious M alarial 
Fever of the Tropics. ” The other arti­ 
cle, which is entitled “ A Few Things 
to Look Out For In Manila, ” is from 
the pen of Joseph Earle Stevens, author 
of a recent work on the Philippines. 
Dr. Stubbert in the course of his arti­ 
cle says: 
“ Far more dangerous to the patient 
than yellow fever is pernicious malarial 
fever, especially in the form known as 
malarial hematuria. 
This undoubtedly 
is the disease known as the ‘blank wa­ 
ter fever’ in Africa, and a careful peru­ 
sal of its history will, I believe, show 
that the administration of quinine, con­ 
trary to the report of Koch on his re­ 
cent trip to Africa, has nothing to do 
with its production. 
Those familiar 
with malarial hematuria in our southern 
states aud Central America know that 
generally the hematnria antedates ad­ 
ministration of the drug and disappears 
when the patient is thoroughly cincho­ 
nized. If the milder forms of remittent 
fever are early recognized and promptly 
treated, the pernicions forms will not 
be encountered, for it seldom develops 
as a primary form. 
There is always a 
history recurring, and generally neglect­ 
ed malarial attacks, and seldom does it 
develop in a new arrival in the tropics. 
‘‘The statement that ‘malaria, even 
untreated, in any single attack is a self 
limited disease, and successive attacks 
are milder and milder, ” unfortunately 
w ill not prove true in the West Indies 
On the contrary, immigrants from north­ 
ern climes, if properly treated during 
their first, second and third attacks of 
malarial fever, show greater resisting 
powers during the seoond and seldom 
have more than the three attacka 
lf 
neglected, each successive illness be­ 
comes more severe, and finally they de­ 
velop the dreaded pernicious type. Per­ 
nicious malaria occurs only in those per­ 
sons who have been a long time sub­ 
jected to slow malarial infection w ith­ 
out the proper administration of qui­ 
nine. So closely does the appearance of 
the patient resemble that of one with 
yellow fever that superficial observers 
have named the disease ‘highland yel­ 
low fever. * ” 
Mr. Stevens, in his warning against 
undesirable things that are to be found 
in the Philippines, says: 
“ Look out for fever in the lowlands 
surrounding the capital, and, as far as 
is possible, do not sleep within six or 
eight feet of the ground,” for fevers, 
both malarial and typhoid, are at home 
all the year round in the Philippines 
as well as in other tropical countries, 
and though the yellow variety is not 
known yet 
the others are insidious 
enough to bother the strongest. The na­ 
tives in order to divorce the floors of 
their houses from the ground generally 
build these structures on posts, leaving 
a free space of some two yards between 
the earth and the thresholds of their 
front doors, and a commanding officer 
should think twice before quartering 
ais men in tents pitched on the low- 
ands of Manila or Cavite. 
After all, 
the Nipa hut, with its roof of thatch, 
its frame of bamboo aud its floor of 
slats, is the most rational form of domi­ 
cile for the Philippines, and temporary 
barracks for our troops, built up in the 
fashion of native dwellings, would in 
any portion of the islands be better than 
tents pitched on the ground. 
“ Colds and dysentery, like fever, arc 
common troubles, and it indeed seems 
curious that the former should be sc 
popular in a hot climate. 
But such is 
the case, aud the grip appears to have 
reached Manila as well as more access­ 
ible corners of the world. It is a great 
mistake to sleep in silk pyjamas in the 
tropics, and new arrivals seem to suffer 
from colds, more often caught by ex­ 
posure during the cool hours of the 
night than at any other time. 
Flannel 
sleeping suits are far more sensible than 
silk or cotton ones and are especially 
to be recommended, since they absorb 
the moisture which invariably exudes 
from the pores of the skin on a warm 
night and thus protect one from catch­ 
ing cold while he is asleep. 
Flannel 
cholera belts are also excellent and pro 
tect the bowels from drafts of air that 
often strike home during the dampness 
of the night or the cold hours before 
sunrise. 
“ Sprew, that peculiar tropical disease 
which seems to attack the lining of one’s 
interior aud to render it so sensitive 
that food cannot be retained by one suf­ 
fering from the malady, is not uncom­ 
mon in Manila, and is apt to attack 
certain foreigners whose stomachs are 
peculiarly sdlceptihie to change of fare, 
and let him who finds he has sprue get 
out of the country just as quick as he 
can, for nothing but a change of climate 
will effect a cure, and if the trouble is 
not attended to at the outset the victim 
will frequently get so weak that he will 
be unable to get away at all. Some may 
have sprew, leave the islands for Japan 
cr the Pacific coast and recover from it

Weber was asked by some of the pros­ 
pecting party, who were on board the 
steamer Lakme, to go with them as pi­ 
lot aud interpreter, with two Indian 
pilots, up the Muskovite river. 
He 
agreed to do so, taking his wife and 
children along. On June 24 Weber met 
the party, who had a 50-foot steamer 
and two barges. 
They were at Good 
News bay, but were short one boat, 
which was needed to carry their stores. 
On July 27th, the natives say the 
small steamer with with two barges in 
tow left Good News bay to proceed up 
the river. 
Soon after their departure a 
terrific storm arose. 
A few days later 
the natives reported a stranded barge 
ashore on the north side of the river. 
It was laden with supplies all of which 
were appropriated by the finders. Later 
on a raft was found adrift. 
Nothing 
has been heard of any of the 17 persons 
who started up the river and all are 
thought to have perished. The names 
of the prospectors have not yet been 
ascertained.

W ashington, Aug. 9.—The secretary 
of the navy has received letters vio­ 
lently attacking A dm iral Sampson. He 
bas given out a copy of his reply to one 
of them, w ritten Aug. 5, which he fu r­ 
n ishes for publication, in which he said 
in part: 
“ hirst—Admiral Sampson was 
se­ 
lected for the command of the North 
Atlantic squadron because the depart­ 
ment, in the exercise of its best ju d g ­ 
ment, with an eye single to the public 
interests, believed th at he was especi­ 
ally fitted for the 
place. 
Admiral 
Sicard, who held the commaud, having 
become incapacitated for duty by rea 
goo of sickness, w as necessarily w ith ­ 
drawn by order of the departm ent and 
Sampson was next in command. 
“Second—The m ovement on 
Porto 
Rico was not a m ovement for its c a p ­ 
ture. The departm ent, which has very 
rarely interfered w ith the m ovements 
of admirals com m anding squadrons, 
did, however, make one express order, 
and that was that our battleships should 
not be exposed to the risk of serious in­ 
jury from the fire of any fort. 
At that 
tune the Spanish fleet was strong. 
Its 
whereabouts and destination were u n ­ 
known. 
The prime necessity was to 
meet and crush its ships and to secure 
for us the dom ination of the sea. 
The 
Oregon had not arrived, the Maine was 
destroyed, aud no naval authority would 
justify the unnecessary risk of the de­ 
struction of any of our battleships, ex­ 
cept in battle With the enem y’s ships. 
The movement to Porto Rico was to 
meet, if possible, the fleet of Cervera, 
which was then expected. Cervera, u n ­ 
doubtedly learning th at our fleet was at 
San Juan, changed his destination to 
Santiago. 
Our m ovements to Porte 
Rico thus became a ^connoissance and 
fulfilled its purpose. 
“Third—W ith regard to sending our 
ships into the harbor of Santiago Ad­ 
miral Sampson was acting under the 
explicit orders of the departm ent not to 
expose his armored ships to the risk of 
sinking by mines, and the wisdom of 
his course, I believe, is universally ac­ 
knowledged by naval authorities. 
He 
waited, as he should have doue, the co­ 
operation of the arm y. 
How effectu­ 
ally, under this co-operation the result 
was accomplished, is now a m atter of 
history. I here are few more graphic 
tteues than n^ist have been presented 
at 4 o’clock on the afternoon of Ju ly 14, 
when Shatter, with his troops ready to 
assault Santiago, aw aited the reply of 
the Spanish commander to the demand 
for surrender. 
Sam pson’s fleet was at 
the mouth of the harbor, draw n up in 
hue aud ready to bombard, as it had 
been for days previous, aud the signal 
officer stood on tile heights ready to 
wig wag the sigual for firing. Happily, 
iustead of this signal, came the good 
word that the Spanish had surrendered 
to this combined readiness for attack. 
“ Fourth—Please bear in m ind the 
variety and the weight of the responsi­ 
bilities, which 
were 
upon Adm iral 
^Sampson for the m onth prior to the 
great battle which destroyed C ervera’s 
heel. 
He was comm anding officer of 
the whole squadron; charged w ith the 
blockade of the wnole Cuban coast; 
charged with (ha detail of all the move­ 
ments of ships charged w ith clerical 
correspondence w ith the departm ent 
Hid other officers, aud especially charged 
with preventing the escape of Cervera. 
Remember tim this man, whom you so 
sweepingly aecuae, was devoting his 
days and nights to these duties. 
If you 
will read the order issued by him, be- 
kmmng with Jane I, you will find that 
the most thorough precautions had been 
taken to prevent the escape of Cervera; 
that our fleet was kept constantly in 
hoc, so far fro® the entrance at night. 
so far by cay; th at the most rigid 
care with searchlights and every other 
appliance was taken every night; th at 
the commanding officer of every vessel 
•mw ;hiB post and his duty in case of 
•h attempt to escape, so that, when 
hat attempt came, the movement to 
Prevent it, by the attack of our vessels 
pou t h e im trotting Spaniards w ent on 
clockwork; 
as at Chattanooga,

And, there­ 
fore, I can think of nothing more cruel 
than a depreciation of the m erit of the 
faithful, devoted, patriotic commander- 
in chief, physically frail, worn w ith 
sleepless vigilance, weighed with meas­ 
ureless responsibilities and details, let­ 
ting no duty go undone; for weeks with 
ceaseless blocking th* Spanish squad­ 
ron, at last, by the unerring fulfillment 
of his plans, crushing it under the feet 
which executed his command; yet now 
rompelled, in dignified silence, to be as­ 
sailed as vindicative^ as if he were an 
tnem y to his country.

flan the officers of the fleet—commo- 
l ore, captains and all.

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 9.—G en eral Shaf­ 
ter telegraphed the president yesterday 
regarding the publication of the “ round 
robin” signed by the general officers of 
his command, saying in part: 
“ Situation is greatly aggravated from 
the fact that before any of the men 
were taken ill they were thoroughly ex­ 
hausted. 
At least 75 per cent of the 
command had been down w ith m alarial 
fever, from which they recover very 
slowly, aud are in no condition to stand 
an attack of yellow fever or dysentery. 
Placed here now in the condition in 
which they were when they came here 
I do not believe they would be in any 
particular danger. 
“ The regim ent of im m unes which re­ 
cently arrived is not suffering at all 
aud I don’t believe they will. 
They 
can keep out of th e sun, are well 
clothed aud fed. 
W hat put iu j com­ 
m and iu its present condition was the 
20 days of the campaign when they 
aud nothing but m eat, bread aud coffee, 
w ithout change of clothes, w ithout any 
shelter w hatever, and during the period 
twice as stormy as it has been since the 
surrender. 
Fresh troops reaching here 
iu the middle of August, w ith good 
camps, good w ater, abundance of te n t­ 
age—wnich they will find here—need 
not apprehend serious danger.” 
He thanked the president for the high 
regard in which he held his (S h after’s) 
commaud aud said Generals W heeler, 
Lawton, Bates aud Kent concurred w ith 
him in the views expressed regarding 
the situation.

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 9.—The reply of 
the Spanish governm ent to th* peace 
conditions laid down by the U nited 
States was received by the French am ­ 
bassador, M. Cambon, shortly before 
J o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
N either 
at the W hite House nor at the state de­ 
partm ent was there any official knowl­ 
edge th at the reply had reached W ash­ 
ington, and the usual office hours closed 
w ith no appointm ent made for a con­ 
ference. 
The reply was so long that there was 
a belief th at Spain had not given a 
simple and direct affirmative to the 
i American conditions. 
It seemed evi­ 
dent th at if the reply was an accept­ 
ance, it was accompanied by extended 
discussion 
and 
probably conditions. 
This caused considerable apprehension 
in official circles here, for while it was 
felt last week that Spain would surely 
yield iu every particular it began to be 
felt that possibly there m ight be an ­ 
other period of discussion, aud possibly 
an indirect attem pt to open up a diplo­ 
m atic exchange on the nature of the 
terms. 
The prevailing view, however, 
was that the reply was on its face an 
acceptance, although not such a one as 
precluded all possibility of further dis­ 
cussion. 
All vital points were be­ 
lieved to be conceded—the abandon­ 
m ent of Cuba or Porto Rico and the 
Ladrones and the establishm ent of a 
commission to pass upon questions re­ 
lating to the Philippines. 
In the carrying out of flus program 
it was believed th at Spain would seek 
to secure an understanding on m any 
incidental points 
involved, some of 
them of considerable importance. 
For 
instance, some doubt was raised as to 
w hetner Spain's acceptance would be 
operative until referred to aud ratified 
by the Spanish cones, and it was u n ­ 
derstood tn at the reply m ight call at­ 
tention to this condition. 
The same 
condition, it was pointed out, exists as 
to the United Slates, tor a peace treaty 
requires the ratification of the senate 
to become operative. 
In case Spain's 
answer discussed these incidental points 
there promised to be wide latitude for 
controversy and delay unless the presi­ 
dent aud cabinet declined to enter the 
field of discussion. 
la te yesterday afternoon the presi­ 
dent received an indirect intim ation 
that the Spuuisn reply had come to the 
Trench embassy. A cabinet officer who 
was with hun at this time said on 
leaving: 
“ The inform ation th at has come from 
M adrid ubout the action of the Spanish 
cabinet indicates the Spanish have ac­ 
cepted our term s in a general way, but 
leaves several questions open th at we 
did not include in the terms submitted. 
The communication often ag those term s 
was explicit, specifically stating such 
points as would be left open to further 
negotiations. 
We will stand on those 
terms. 
The adm inistration, it is said, has not 
yet given heinous consideration to the 
personnel of tho peace commission, but 
it is believed that no one not in accord 
with the president’s present views as to 
the disposition of the Philippines will 
be appointed, and Mr. McKinley, who, 
it is thought, favors keeping at least 
Manila harbor aud bay aud sufficient 
territory around it tor its support aud 
protection, if not the whole of Luzon 
island. 
As to members of the cabinet 
as members of the commission there 
are precedents for their appointm ent, 
notably the treaty of Ghent. 
N ew Y'okk, Aug. 9.—A special to 
The Herald from W ashington, printed 
yesterday, said in part. 
Tu connection 
with the probable selection of Secretary 
Day as one of the peace commissioners, 
it is stated that he will at an early date 
retire from the offioe of secretary of 
state and, after concluding his labors as 
a member of the commission, resume 
the practice of law in Canton. 
L o n d o n , Aug. 8 . — The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of Tho Daily Mail, telegraph­ 
ing Sunday, says: 
“ The answer of the Spanish govern­ 
ment declares that Spaiu cannot discuss 
the American proposals, but only ac­ 
cepts them because they are unposed 
u [Km her by force. 
A few unessential 
changes in the American demands were 
asked tor and it is not expected Presi­ 
dent McKinley will refust* them .” 
W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 9 . — News has just

A M edical Officer G lees T h at and O th er 


R e ai* on* F o r N e g le c t o f th e 


W ou n d ed In C uba. 


W a sh in g to n, Aug. 9.—Surgeon G en­ 
eral Sternberg has received a report 
concerning the conditions existing at 
Santiago, medical supplies, transporta­ 
tion and other features connecw*d w ith 
the expedition to Santiago under G en­ 
eral Shafter. 
It is stmt by Edw ard 
Munson, captain and assistant surgeon, 
U. S. A., is dated Tam pa Heights, Fla., 
July 29, 1898, and says in part: 
“ Drugs, medicines, dressings, instru­ 
ments, hospital tentage and supplies 
were loaded on the transports at Tam pa 
in quantities sufficient to meet the 
needs of the Santiago expedition.” 
On reaching Cuba, he says, some of 
the hospital vessels were partially un­ 
loaded aud then ordered out to sea, to 
make room for other vessels, one ves­ 
sel staying, he was informed, about a 
week. 
During this tim e the tight at 
Guasima occurred. 
The comm anding 
general was appealed to for a launch 
aud pack train, but the exigency of the 
occasion did not apparently anneal to 
him aud for two Guys the medical de­ 
partm ent was unable to get transporta­ 
tion of any kind to the ohter ships or to 
tin* shore, although there were a large 
num ber of 
launches aud boats em ­ 
ployed on various other duties. 
On the 
tnird (lay, by order of the ad ju tan t 
general, one rowboat was turned over 
to the medical departm ent for the p u r­ 
poses above named, aud at the same 
tune an order was issued for laud tran s­ 
portation to carry medical supplies to 
the trout “ not to exceed one six-mule 
team .” 
He further said: 
“ On getting into 
this boat w ith supplies from the head­ 
q u arter’s transport | I t was directed by 
sundry staff officers to take them on 
various errands. 
On my reiusui to 
recognize their authority the comm and­ 
ing general, who had appeared on the 
scene uersoually revoked the previous 
order, aud directed, after the lauding of 
the supplies already in the bout, th at it 
should return without delay. 
Present­ 
ing the order for laud transportation to 
the quarterm aster on shore I was in ­ 
formed that only pack mules had as yet 
been landed; that neither wagon nor 
harness had been brought ashore, aud. 
dually, th at the road was impassable 
for w agons.” 
He details further lack of transporta­ 
tion facilities, partial landings of sup­ 
plies aud taking of wounded on board 
transports. 
Munson left July IO. 
He 
fu rth er said: 
“ I feel justified iii say­ 
ing that at the tim e of my departure 
large quantities of medical supplies u r­ 
gently needed on shore still rem ained 
on transports, a num ber of which were 
under orders to return to the United 
States. ’' 
Munson says some of the crews a l­ 
most m utinied in their refusal to obey 
the medical officers, as did the cuptaiu 
of the Seneca. 
He complained of the reluctance of 
the Red Uross society, after offering its 
services, to subordinate itself to the 
medical departm ent of the arm y. 
He 
further said: 
“ Too much praise canuot be given to 
the individual efforts of Dr Lesser aud 
the Red Uross nurses. 
Their work was 
untiring and unselfish aud the assist­ 
ance rendered by them was of great 
value.”

Bismarck, N. D., Aug. 9.—Cire de­ 
stroyed the best portion of the Jity of 
Bismarck last evening, licking up hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars w orth of 
property. 
The flames originated in the 
agent’s office of the N orthern Pacific 
depot. Almost before they were discov­ 
ered the entire building and the im ­ 
mense warehouse of the company were 
in flames. Oils aud powder contributed 
fuel aud before the flames could be 
checked they had spread to the block of 
brick buildings across the alley, destroy­ 
ing The Tribune office, H are’s hard­ 
ware 
store 
aud 
au entire row of 
buildings. 
The flames then leaped the street to 
tile magnificent First N ational bank 
building, which m elted aw ay in a few 
minutes. 
The C eutral block followed 
aud the flames spread to the postoffice, 
sweeping over the entire block and car­ 
rying down the postoffice, Merchants* 
bauk block, Griffin’s block aud all the 
interm ediate fram e aud brick struc­ 
tures. 
The fire then spread across and 
devoured K upitz’ shoe store aud the 
greater part of the block. 
The flames 
also spread north into 
a 
residence 
block aud completely destroyed it. Fire­ 
men were powerless to check the in ­ 
roads of the tire, which spread to scores 
of buildings, licking them up as so much 
waste palier. 
The origin of the tire is 
unknown, as no one was in the freight 
office when it started. 
It was impossi­ 
ble to estim ate the loss last night. 
Every drug store in the city was 
burned aud ail th® groceroies but two 
or three; also two newspaper offices and 
the great bulk of the business portion 
of the city, w ith several blocks of resi­ 
dences. 
Many people are homeless. 
The Sheridan House had a narrow 
escape, but was saved. 
The line of tire 
extended from the N orthern Pacific 
tracks to Thayer street on the north 
aud Fourth to Third streets on the east 
and west. 
Insurance may cover half 
the loss.

August Hilderbrand of Chicago, for 
15 years the personal attendant of the 
late Prince Bismarck, is 77 years old 
nearly six years younger than Bismarck 
Tears welled from his eyes when he 
beard the news of his old master’s 
death, and he said, “ The greatest of 
men and the kindest of masters is 
gone. ’’ 
Then in a trembling voice Le read 
the last letter he had received from the 
famous chancellor. The letter was neat 
ly framed, and hung under an auto 
graph and photograph of Bismarck in 
the little parlor of the Hilderbranc 
home. It is a friendly letter. It referred 
in the kindest words to August Hilder- 
brand’s elder brother, Ferdinand, who 
was Bismarck’s attendant before Angust 
held the place. 
The letter jokingly re 
ferred to an occasion when Bismarck, 
then a young lieutenant, saved Ferdi 
nand’s life. Then it spoke of August’s 
first wife whom Bismarck admired as a 
“ good and beautiful girl.” There were 
kind words, too, for “ Lieber Hilder- 
band’s” second wife, and then a guess 
on the writer’s part that August’s son 
was a real, good Yankee. The Hilder- 
brands were natives of Pomerania. Fer­ 
dinand was eight years older than Bis­ 
marck and they were boys together. ’’ 
After Bismarck’s college days, and 
his trip to France and England, the 
love of a soldier’s life induced him 
again to take up the profession of arms. 
He became a lieutenant of lancers in 
the landwehr, and selected Ferdinand 
Hilderbrand as his attendant. There 
were military maneuvers near Leppahan 
and Bismarck was there with his com­ 
mand. After the exercises one day the 
lancers were ordered to take their tired 
and heated horses and those of the offi­ 
cers into the river. A torrent was rag­ 
ing at the time and some of the soldiers 
hesitated, among them Ferdinand, who, 
mounted on his own horse, was leading 
that of his lieutenant. 
“ Go ahead, Ferdinand,” said Bis­ 
marck. “ I will be watching yon, and I 
will come if I am needed. ” 
Ferdinand, with confidence in his 
master, rode into the water. He was 
caught in the rush of waters and hurled 
from his horse. 
He sank once, twice 
and a third time. Bismarck was stand­ 
ing on a bridge, accoutered in his full 
uniform, cavalry boots, spurs and all. 
He tore off his coat as he ran toward 
the Npot where his servant had disap­ 
peared and plunged boldly in. He soon 
came up, dragging the unconscious form 
of Ferdinand Hilderbrand. With brave 
and powerful strokes he swam to the 
shore, and after great difficulty resusci 
tated the man. It was for this service 
that Bismarck earned his first decora­ 
tion—the one of which he was always 
proudest—the medal presented by the 
Prussian Humane society for saving hu­ 
man life. Throughout his life ho wore 
that medal, ignoring the insignia of 
honor which nations and monarchs felt 
honored in having him accept. 
After that experience Bismarck en­ 
tered upon the management of his es­ 
tates in Pomerania, and that of Schoen- 
hausen, on the Elite, and Ferdinand 
Hilderbrand went with him as attend­ 
ant and manager. 
Within three years 
Ferdinand was married and gave up the 
service, and in 1842 Bismarck selected 
August Hilderbrand to fill the place. 
August was the master of stock, but 
when Bismarck was sent to Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, and later to Russia, Au­ 
gust accompanied him as companion 
and attendant. 
“ I was more like a member of the 
family than a servant, ” said August. 
“ I lived with him all the time and 
traveled with him. He was not mar­ 
ried, aud I saw him much. He was the 
finest, kindest of men. 
When I was 
first with him, he was learning the 
law, but he would not keep still for his 
boss or the men he was with. He was 
thin like a fence post, fond of riding 
aud shooting and all sport out in the air 
aud in the country. He had so much 
fuu in him. Of course I loved him be­ 
cause he saved my brother’s life, but I 
must have loved him anyhow.” 
Philip Ender, who for 27 years has 
kept a hotel in Chicago, is a brother-in- 
law of Hilderbrand. 
He, too, though 
much younger, well remembers Bis­ 
marck. 
“ I used to visit in Frankfort, 
aud I went to Bismarck’s house to see 
Hilderbrand. Bismarck (letted me, ask­ 
ing all about myself and family. I was 
theu 15 years old. He asked me: 
“ ‘Can you shoot?1 ‘Yes,* I told him, 
and theu he took me to the fine shoot­ 
ing gallery he had in his house. 
He 
loaded a gun, and taking aim struck 
the target iu the center. Ile loaded the 
gun again aud guve it to me. I fired, 
but I missed the target entirely. Bis­ 
marck fired 
the bullseye, but cm my many trials I 
missed the target every time. Bismarck 
roared with laughter. 
You oould hear 
him all over the house. Of course I felt 
ashamed, as I had felt rather proud of 
my marksman sin p. 
I spoke to Bilder- 
brand, and he said: ‘Never mind, Phil. 
When Bismarck loads the gnu for yon, 
he forgets to put in the bullet. He 
jokes with you.' 


"I remember when Herbert was a 
baby we boys used to get even with 
Bismarck for his pranks on us. In Her­ 
bert’s little wagon—like the baby bug­ 
gies here—there were always candies 
and fruits. 
When Bismarck was out 
with Herbert, we couldn’t do much, 
but when any one else was with bim 
we used to trade a poor apple or some­ 
thing of that sort for all of Herbert’s 
sweets, and we did it whether or not 
Herbert liked it. As children we all 
loved Bismarck, and he was always 
kind to the boys of the town. ”—Chica­ 
go Tribune. 


WHAT THE MATTER WAS. 


L ittle G am e o f T w o C hoir M em bers W h ich 
th e M inister S p oiled. 
A minister’s widow tells this: 
“ My husband, ” she said, “ had brown 
eyes that turned deeply, darkly black 
when he was angry, and which danced 
with most miraculous merriment when 
he was amused. 
Naturally, ^iu the 
course of a long life with him', I. came 
to know the varying expression of those 
eyes pretty well. 
I used to watch his 
eyes when he was preaching to know 
how things were going with him and, 
incidentally, with the congregation. I 
remember once in the midst of a most 
earnest discourse to have seen him stop 
suddenly for the space of a minute, not 
more, his eyes growing strangely black, 
then brightening again with that irre­ 
sistible twinkle, though the rest of his 
features remained quite grave through­ 
out. 
As I said, it was only for a mo­ 
ment ; then he resumed his sermon as 
before. 
“ ‘What was the matter?’ I asked 
when church was out and we were on 
our way home. 
“ ‘Why, I came so near laughing out 
in church that there was no fua in it, ’ 
he said. 
‘O f course the choir is hidden 
from the congregation behind its pro­ 
tecting screen in the rear of the church, 
but it chances to be exactly in my line 
of vision as I stand on the rostrum.

J. B. N. Fitch, a corporal in Com­ 
pany I, feventy-first regiment, 
has 
written to a friend in Yonkers, N. Y., 
of his experience during the fighting 
around Santiago. He says in part: 
“ Before we came upon the firing line 
we lay in a uarrow road, aud how the 
lead did pour down around ust A good 
many of our men were wounded there 
and some killed. Our orders came at 
last, aud we went at it with a rush. 
Nearly half the regiment were mixed 
ap in the regular ranks this trip. I got 
lost, aud whou I looked around I found 
I was in the Third United States caval­ 
ry, and how they can fight I I think it 
conies as a special gift to some people. 
We got our line of trenches, aud while 
going for another the dagoes retreated 
to the top of the hill. 
The boys went 
up that hill like a gale, aud I want to 
say right here that if any one tries to 
tell you that the Spaniards can’t shoot 
tell them for me they just want to 
come down here and see whether they 
can or not. I held my hat up above the 
trench, aud when I say I am not wear­ 
ing the same one today you can guess 
the reason. 
A great many of the boys 
tried the same thing, putting their hats 
on their bayonets and running them up 
above the trench. 
The only trouble 
with the black devils is that a whole 
company will fire at one head if it is 
shown. How we took that hill aud oth­ 
ers also and captured a gang of dagoes 
in the blockhouse on top was a sight 
for the Bowery. The majority of them 
howled and cried like madmen, as their 
officers had told them they would all 
be killed by us if captured, and they 
went wild when they saw hard tack aud 
w ater.” —New York Sun.

The press dispatches Sunday earned 
the announcement that the Eighth Illi­ 
nois had been ordered to leave Santiago 
for the United States.

L etters F rom N ew Y ork to F*r- 
aw ay D estinations. 
A letter sent from New York to Bang­ 
kok, Siam, travels overland to Sun 
Francisco and thence by water, reach­ 
ing its destination in about 4 3 days, 
having been carried nearly 13,000 miles. 
A letter mailed here for Adelaide, Aus­ 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
travels 12,846 miles and is delivered 
usually within 35 days. New York mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, traveling 1 1 ,1 2 0 miles in 29 
days, while mail sent from this city to 
Cape Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two days’ less time. 
Mail communication between New* 
York and Hongkong ordinarily con­ 
sumes one month of time. 
The letters 
go by way of San Francisco and cover 
10,500 miles of distance. To reach Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let­ 
ter will travel 12,265 miles in about 32 
days, and to reach Sydney a letter will 
travel 11,570 miles in 31 days. 
The 
mail route from New York to Yoko 
hama, via San Francisco, is 7,848 miles 
long, and about 2 2 days are consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a letter travels 6,645 miles in 13 
days. 
Leaving New York on steamer days, 
mail m atter is scheduled to reach Rome 
in about ten days, Madrid in ten days, 
London and Liverpool in eight days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, St. Petersburg 
in l l days, Vienna in nine days, Paris 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days anc. 
Athens and Alexandria in 14 days. 
Communication w ith South American 
ports is much slower. 
It takes 24 days 
for a letter to go from New York to Rio 
Janeiro, which is only about 50 miles 
farther from this city than is Alexan­ 
dria. 
Mail m atter going from New 
York to Buenos Ayres, which is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 29 or 80 days.

B a m b o o O pals and C ocoan u t P e a r ls F ound 
In th e P h ilip p in e s, T h o u g h R a rely . 
Among other queer things found in 
the Philippines are vegetable gems. 
There are not many of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty normally. 
One 
might cut open a jungle of the giant 
grass and find unaltered hollowness. 
But once in a million times or more ac­ 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem a gem. 
Nature has molded into a 
lump a little of the flinty material 
which makes the outer stem so hard. 
The nodule usually presents the appear­ 
ance of an opal, and several specimens 
are in the museums which reproduce 
the characteristic lines of that gem. 
These nodules are known as tabaoeer. 
It is interesting to note that the first 
chemical and mineralogical examina­ 
tion of them was made by the James 
Smithson whose munificence establish­ 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 
In the condition in which the fruit is 
known in the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its only 
content 
The really ripe nut, however, 
is filled with a white spongy mass, rich 
in the finest oil which the nut produces. 
This sponge is exposed to the hot sun 
for two or three days in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. 
The 
last of the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands 
Very rarely this careful handling has 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
Eight or ten of these cocoanut 
pearls, all discovered in the Philip­ 
pines, are treasured in European muse­ 
ums. They range from the size of a pin­ 
head to that of a very small pea.—New 
York Sun.

Thus: The flag of “ S t 
George for merrie England, ” a red cross 
on a white ground, the red lines drawn 
straight from top to bottom and from 
side to side; the flag of S t Andrew for 
Scotland, a white cross on a blue 
ground; the flag of S t Patrick for Ire­ 
land, a red cross on a white ground, the 
narrow red lines drawn from corner to 
corner. 
By placing the cross of S t 
George on that of S t Andrew we have 
‘‘the Jack,” as ordered in 
1606 by 
James I, whose signature was always 
‘Jacques;” hence the expression, “ the 
Jack. 
By laying the cross of S t P at­ 
rick over that of S t Andrew and then 
placing that of St. George over both, 
we have ‘‘the union jack,” as borne 
since the union with Ireland in 1800.— 
Boston Transcript

The Medical News recently published 
two articles relating to diseases in the 
tropics, to which the soldiers of our 
armies iii Clitia and the Philippines ar* 
subject. 
One of the articles, which 
was written by Dr. J. Edward Btubbert. 
is entitled “ The Pernicious Malaria' 
Fever of the Tropics. ” The other arti­ 
cle, which is entitled ‘‘A Few Things 
to Look Out For In Manila, ” is from 
the pen of Joseph Earle Stevens, author 
of a recent work on the Philippines. 
Dr. Stubbert in the course of his arti­ 
cle says: 
“ Far more dangerous to the patient 
than yellow fever is pernicious malarial 
fever, especially in the form known as 
malarial hematuria. 
This undoubtedly 
is the disease known as the ‘blank wa­ 
ter fever’ in Africa, and a careful peru­ 
sal of its history will, I believe, show 
that the administration of quinine, con­ 
trary to the report of Koch on his re­ 
cent trip to Africa, has nothing to do 
with its production. 
Those familiar 
w ith malarial hematuria in our southern 
states aud Central America know that 
generally the hematuria antedates ad­ 
ministration of the drug and disappears 
when the patient is thoroughly cincho­ 
nized. If the milder forms of remittent 
fever are early recognized and promptly 
treated, the pernicious forms will not 
be encountered, for it seldom develops 
as a primary form. 
There is always a 
history recurring, and generally neglect­ 
ed malarial attacks, and seldom does it 
develop in a new arrival in the tropics. 
“ The statement that ‘malaria, even 
untreated, in any single attack is a sell 
limited disease, and successive attacks 
are milder and milder, ” unfortunately 
will not prove true in the West Indies 
On the contrary, immigrants from north 
era climes, if properly treated during 
their first, second aud third attacks ot 
malarial fever, show greater resisting 
powers during the seoond and seldom 
have more than the three attacks, 
lf 
neglected, each successive illness be­ 
comes more severe, and finally they de­ 
velop the dreaded pernicious type. Per­ 
nicious malaria occurs only in those per­ 
sons who have been a long time sub­ 
jected to slow malarial infection w ith­ 
out the proper administration of qui­ 
nine. So closely does the appearance of 
the patient resemble that of one with 
yellow fever that superficial observers 
lave named the disease‘highland yel­ 
low fever. * ” 
Mr. Stevens, in his warning against 
undesirable things that are to be found 
in the Philippines, says: 
“ Look out for fever in the lowlands 
surrounding the capital, and, as far as 
is possible, do not sleep w ithin six or 
eight feet of the ground,” for fevers 
both malarial and typhoid, are at home 
all the year round in the Philippines 
as well as in other tropical countries 
and though the yellow variety is not 
known yet 
the others are insidious 
enough to bother the strongest. The na­ 
tives in order to divorce the floors of 
their houses from the ground generally 
build these structures on posts, leaving 
a free space of some two yards between 
the earth and the thresholds of their 
front doors, and a commanding officer 
should think twice before quartering 
his men in tents pitched on the low­ 
lands of Manila or Cavite. 
After all, 
the Nipa hut, with its roof of thatch, 
its frame of bamboo and its floor of 
slats, is the most rational form of domi­ 
cile for the Philippines, and temporary 
barracks for our troops, built up in the 
fashion of native dwellings, would in 
any portion of the islands be better than 
tents pitched on the ground. 
“ Colds and dysentery, like fever, are 
common troubles, aud it indeed seems 
curious that the former should be sc 
popular in a hot climate. 
But such is 
the case, and the grip appears to have 
reached Manila as well as more access 
ible corners of the world. It is a great 
mistake to sleep in silk pyjamas in the 
tropics, aud new arrivals seem to suffer 
from colds, mole often caught by ex­ 
posure during the cool hours of the 
night than at any other time. 
Flannel 
sleeping suits are far more sensible than 
silk or cotton ones aud are especially 
to be recommended, since they absorb 
the moisture which invariably exudes 
; from the pores of the skin on a warm

“ Sprew, that peculiar tropical disease 
which seems to attack the lining of one’s 
interior aud to render it so sensitive 
that food cannot be retained by one suf- f 
faring from tho malady, is not uncom­ 
mon in Manila, and is apt to attack 
certain foreigners whose stomachs are 
peculiarly silfeuptible to change of fare, 
and let him who finds he has sprue get 
out of the country just as quick as he 
can, for uothing Lula change of climate 
will effect a cure, and if the trouble is 
not attended to at the outset the victim 
will frequently get so weak that he will 
be unable to get aw ay at all. Some may 
have sprew, leave the islands for Japan 
or the Pacific coast and recover from it

They were at Good 
News bay, but were short one boat, 
which was needed to carry their stores. 
On July 27th, the natives say the 
small steamer with with two barges in 
tow left Good News bay to proofed up 
the river. 
Soon after their departure a 
terrific storm arose.

the natives reported a stranded barge 
ashore on the north side of the river.
